If two men really do want 
to fight and cannot settle a 
differences in any other way, 
then by all , means let 
them find a nice quiet spot 
and settle the, ” argument 
in their own way. The boxing 
that the Hongkong Association 
igs out to encourage is the boxing 
of science, restraint and good 
feeling, and we hasten to recog- 
nise that it was no fault of any of 
the officials that such unseeming- 
ty cheering and shouting - took 
plage.” His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor was sufficiently resentful of 
the noisa-and its effects to in- 
dicate his disapproval. After 
Mr. Wildin, the manager, had 
appealed for order there was an 
altogether different atmosphere 
over things and the boxing :as 
boxing, not fighting. We sincere- 
ly hope that it wil become 
generally known that all noise is 
very sternly frowned upon 
by those who organise the 


events, because if there is a re-‘ 


petition of what was seen on 
Saturday there is a very grave 
danger of bringing things down 
to a level at which it would 
unwise to conduct them. We 
like good boxing and want to see 
it encouraged, but we do object 
to goaded fights. 


CHINA'S FINANCES. 


The telegram received yester- 
day giving @ short extract from 
the Finencial News regarding the 
manner in which finances are 
squandered’ in China gives 
tesidents in the Far East very 
Httle additional information to 
to that which they already pos- 
sessed. The request to the 
Bankers’ Commission for a loan 
of £3,000,000 will assuredly be 
followed by another sa soon as 
that money is absorbed into 
the pockets of those who are in 
the happy position of being’ in 
power at the time. The large 
surpluses from the Customs and 
Salt Gabelle are annually 
swallowed up by some mysterious 
process, the large. amount being 
spent on payments to unnecessary 
troops being in nowise sufficiently 
explained to justify the belief 
that soldiers get all they are 
credited with. “A few day. ago, 
when commenting on China's 
position-at -the-ehese-of the jate 
year, we saw fit to refer to her 
“politicians” and the cpen-handed 
manner in which they line their 
own pockets at the expense of the 
public purse—a game that has 
been played for very many years 
past. The London newspaper 
mentioned above may well invent 
a financial Mark Antony to give 
it a phrase to descriha’ Chinese 
finantiers and they could con: 
veniently keep that imagined 
person alive for a long time to 
come yet. It will not be until 
there has come a wholesale 
regeneration in the minds ‘of 
Chifa’s: politicians that “th 
glorious habit of “making a bit” 
will stop. But, it is, quite 
seriously, an expensive thing for 
the country, not only in money 
but in international prestige.
